KNOWS COUNTRY 


In discussing the railway question 
in the house of commons recently, 
the member for Strathcona ‘took part 
in the debate, and’ we take the fol- 
lowing report | of his address -: ‘from 
Hansard: 

I feel that) I am well ened 
with that part of the country. I know 
it better than I do'the city.of Ottawa. 
I have been all: through it from Bru- 
erheim to. Lloydminster. There are 
some features of this case that have 
not been pointed out to the committee 
properly; perhaps: they have been 
overlooked. That districtis:as good 
as any that can be found in-Alberta, 
and. that means’ as good as any. in 
Canada, in my opinion. It looks per. 
haps as if it was not too far between 
the Canadian National and. the St. 
Paul branch, but the country is a 
little. different .from’):the ordinary. 
These people who are: most. anxious 
to get this road ‘are Hvying south of 
the ‘Saskatchewan river, which is in 


a deep valley and itis very hard. to|t 


cross the river witha heavy ‘load: 
They could not ‘cross ‘that river ‘econ- 
omically. and. ‘get, to; the: tallroad ’ on 
the: ‘north, BO 
to £0. ‘pouth to: 
which is. from thirty: to: forty, miles, 
and, I think in some cases, more, It 
is ‘an easy place to. build a railway. 
I have been out over the grade, and 
f know that forty-five miles of the 
road has been graded. There is, as 
I say, no better country in Canada, 
but we want those people to be pros- 
!perous. It is not a question of a sey: 
en or eight miie haul; it is e question 
of whether we are going to do what 
'is necessary to allow these people to 
make a living and make their homes 
jin that part of the country and be- 
come prosperous, and that is what 
we want to do. On account of the 
| river being on the north, and there 
| being such w deep canyon, they have 
to Bo south, and that makes it farther 
| for them to reach the railway than 
jit would ordinarily be if the country 
|was level all the way between the 
two railways. I do not care to take 
up the tme of the house in discussing 
this, but I wanted to point this out 
because I know this country well. 
There are no branch lines of rail- 
ways being built in my constituency, 
and I\am sorry hecause of that fact. 
There are districts where they ars 
needed but perhaps branch lines will 
be built later. However, I wanted 
to give my evidence as to the need of 
ths particular railway, and to express 
my bellef that its construction will be 
amply justified. I know that the set- 
tlers throughout the district are a 
good class of people, and if you are 
going to build branch railways you 
|could not put one in a better place, 
As conditions now are the people 
cannot go north to get to the other 
line. Consequently they have to go 
much farther than they would if the 
contour of the country were of a dif- 
ferent character. For the reasons I

DAIRY COURSES 
AT UNIVERSITY 
PROVE POPULAR 


A short course for creamery work- 
ers was given last week by the 
department of dairying of the Univer- 
sity of Alebrta. 
given each day during the course and 
cover principles and methods in the 
production and handling of milk and 
cream; the testing, grading and qual- 
ity basis in marketing of cream and 
buttér; ‘the care and handling of the 
apparatus and equipment used in 
creamery operations and certain 
pects of dairy organization. 

The practical work in the labora-| 
tories will include the recolving, | 
sampling, grading and pasteurization | 
of cream; butter making, grading and 
composition tests of butter, and the 
testing of milk and cream for but- 
terfat and acidity. Briefly, it aims at 
bringing out the importance of close- 
ly watching and checking the details 
of the various operations. 

The program was so arranged that | 
creamery workers who are not in i, 
position to spend the full time with 
this work were able to take part of 
the course, participating in that line 
of work which interests them most. 

The course was ‘planned firstly for 
people who have had some practical 
experience in creamery work. From 
time to time evening and special lec- 
tures and discussions were arranged.

PROVINCE HOPES 
CONFERENCE FINAL 


Premier: Greenfield and J. E. Brown- 
lee; attorney. general, have an ap- 
pointment=: with 
King’ in Ottawa on May 9, to make 
further arrangements about the trans- 
fer to:the province of the natural re- 
sources. In an interview in Calgary 
on Monday night, Mr. Brownlee ex- 
pressed the hope that they would be 
successful in coming to terms, and 
said that, whatever was done at the 
conference, it would be final, “We 
shall either get what we want, or 
nothing,” he said. 

He did not wish to say too much 
about the last session of the legisla- 
ture, but said that the thing that 
struck him most forcibly was the ab- 
solute lack of criticism of the last 
year’s work of the government. The 
opposition must have been well sat- 
isfied with the administration of the 
government services, for not .one 
meeting of the government accounts 
committee was held during the ses- 
sion. In other years this committee, 
which deals with the administrative 
services of the government, usually 
sits several times during the session. 

Mr. Brownlee was satisfied with 
the session. He thought that a lot 
of important legislation was gone 
through, and he greatly admired , the 
spirit of the members of the govern- 
ment throughout the session. 

The liquor control act, he said, was 
of course one of the most important 
pieces of legislation accomplished, 
and this was now almost ready for 
business. 

A conference between R. J. Dinning 
and the brewers had been arranged, 
and Mr. Brownlee thought that the 
price of beer, with other final mat- 
ters, would be settled at that confer- 
ence. 

The attorney general did not wish 
to give out any information relating 
to Mr. Dinning's department.

In certain stations, round-houses 
and yard offices there are clocks 
known as comparison clocks, so call- 
ed because they have been officially 
designated as clocks at which con- 
ductors, engineers and others may 
safely set their watches. In the head 
telegraph office of the Canadian Pa- 
cific, in Montreal, there is an elec- 
trical master clock, connected with 
a similar clock kept in the observa- 
tory of McGill University, Mont- 
real, The latter clock’s accuracy is 
maintained by astronomica) calcula- 
tion and it, in turn, controls the 
master clock in the Canadian Pa- 
cific head telegraph office. From 
this office, lines radiate to every

At a certain hour daily, the Me-

Milling Wheat 
Embargo 


Now that the United States has de- 
finitely decided to bar out Canadian 
wheat with a prohibitive 42 cent tar- 
iff wall, there is no good reason why |. 


Canada, on her side, should not de 


clare an immediate embargo on the]. 


Canadian. wheat that for years. past 


has been pouring into 


the United 


States, in bond, for milling purposes, 
to enrich the American milling in- 
dustry and swell American payrolls. 
Once Canadian hard wheat was de- 
tinitely withheld from American mills 
those mills would be forced, through 
lack of high grade flour constituents, 
to establish branches in Canada, and 


more particularly in Vancouver, for 


the purpose of serving the Oriental 
market. Or, even if American mill- 
ers were able to carry on without 
Canadian wheat by sacrificing profits 


to take the Argentine or Australian 
products, the markets ordinarily serv- 


ed by American mills would temporar- 
ily, at least, be in such a disturbed 
condition that they could be easily 
captured by any British capital that 
chose to establish mills in the Cana- 
dian Pacific coast. That the United 
States of America have declared war 
on Canadian wheat growers is too 
obvious to bear repetition. Canada’s 
only means of defending herself 
against this economic onslaught is to 
withdraw from American industry the 
raw products upon which American 
industry has fattened and make them 
yield full profits to this country alone. 
To permit the further export of Cana- 
dian wheat to American mills is sim- 
ply to turn the other cheek, and to lie 
down helplessly before a tariff policy 
that is sure to undermine the agri- 
cultural prosperity of ‘this dominion 
if Canadians do not fight tariff. with 
tariff, embargo with embargo, to the 
last ditch—Ex. } 

\-- 
Are’ Opportunities 
Equal? 

We are told that in these days of 
advanced democracy every boy has 
an equal opportunity to succeed. It 
is said he has an equal opportunity 
in education and in business. That 
may be true as a theory but in prac- 
tice and in fact no such equality ex- 
ists. For instance the opportunity of 
a farmer's son to acquire education 
is not equal to the opportunity given 
the son of a city man. Few cities 
in Canada have schools equal to the 
schools of Calgary and Edmonton. 
These schools are well equipped, and 
the teachers are of high standing. 
What is the position in the country 
school? Usually there are at a dis- 
tance from most of the pupils; the 
teacher is usually young and some- 
times inexperineced; work is done 
under more trying conditions and ab- 
sences are more frequent. Moreover 
rival school trustees have not al- 
ways been able to secure the neces- 
sary money to carry one, with the re- 
sult that in certain districts schools 
have been closed. It is idle, there- 
fore, to say that all boys have equal 
opportunity today in matters of edu- 
cation. 

And just as the school opportunity 
varies in different localities, so do 
the opportunities to gain business 
knowledge vary in different places. 
There is a vast difference between 
the chance given the city boy and 
the boy in the small village or town. 
There is even a difference between 
the chance in business of the boy in 
a small village store and the boy in 
an up to date store in a live town. 
Two boys leave school to go to work 
jn general stores. One gets a job 
with a small concern whose business 
methods are antiquated and whose 
proprietor appears to be satisfied 
with things as\they are. The other 
gets a job where the boss is a student 
of merchandising, where the window 
dressing is highly maintained and 
where money is invested profitably 
for modern fixtures and equipment. 

Have those boys equal opportunity 
If those boys be of similar mental 
calibre and possess ambitions, and 
stay in those two stores, the one in 
the real place of business will be 
worth three times the salary paid to 
the other within five years. It is 
true they will each have spent five 
years in the general store business, 
but the opportunities of those jobs

Another 
Pest 


Manitoba farmers lost about 3,500,- 
000 bushels of wheat in 1922 owing to 
the attacks of the wheat stem saw- 


fly, and the first of these pests were 
not noticed in the province until ten 
years ago. Last year there were 
some of them noticed in certain dis- 
tricts in Alberta, on both sides of 
the Red Deer river in the Munson 
and Three Hills district, and to a less 
extent around Brooks, Gleichen and 
Coronation. The question is taken 
up in a recent bulletin issued by the 
department of extension of the uni- 
versity of Alberta, in which E. H. 
Strickland, professor of entomology, 
tells of the spread of the sawfly and 
all about it. The habits of the sawfly 
the such that it can be combatted 
with some degre of success, for the 
larvae after gnawing a ring around 
the inside. of the wheat stem retires 
down into the stub and there re- 
mains dormant until the following 
May or June. Deep plowing, at least 
six inches, of all the infested stubble 
between harvest and the following! 
June will result in the open end of 
the stubble being buried and the es- 
cape of the newly hatched sawily, 
made impossible. The furrows must 
be well inverted. Fall plowing is 
more effective than spring plowing, 
but the latter is effective if it is fol- 
lowed by the packer, says Prof. 
Strickland. These flies have been! 
seen around some of the fields for 
several years past, but it was thought 
they were not doing much damage. 
However, the loss which has been 


sustained in Manitoba is just an indi-; 


cation of what may result in Alberta 
if the pest is not attacked in time, 
In some fields in Manitoba as much 
as from 70 to 90 pe rcent of the en- 
tire stand of grain has been severed 
a few days before harvest. Saskat- 
chewan fields are also suffering now 
and the movement is still westward 
and Alberta will soon have to take 
active steps to meet another enemy 
of the grain grower. The infested 
fields will be found to suffer chiefly 
around the edges, probably extending 
in for a couple of rods and these por- 
tions should certainly be plowed un- 
der. Spring wheat and spring rye 
are the two most susceptible crops;

“FARM SLAVES” IS NEW TITLE 


Montreal, April 20.—“Farm salves” 
was the title which E. J. Garland, 
Progressive M.P. for Bow River, Al- 
berta, bestowed upon the western ag- 
riculturist in talking of him at an 
address here this. afternoon. He

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FARM CREDIT URGED 
BY DR. H. M. TORY 


‘Ottawa, April 18.— Reorganization : 
ef agricultural credits by short term nig 
and long term loans to permit the 
financing of Canadian farmers is re- 
commended in a report on agricultur- 
al credits submitted to the minister 
ef finance by Dr. H. M. Tory, of Ed- 
monton, and tabled in the house of 
commons today. 

Dr. Tory does not specially recom- 
mend a government system of credits 
put says that if some central organ- 
ization cannot be effected as it has 
been in some state of the Union, then 
perhaps government organization may 
be necessary. 

Dr. Tory recommends that a con- 
ference be held between mortgage 
organizations in Canada and the pro- 
vincial and federal governments re- 
sponsible for laws governing the fin- 
ancing of agriculture with a view to 
discovering some better system. The 
mortgage organizations, he says, have 
complained that they lack freedom 
in their operations. « The fixed rates 
of financing operates against the 
farmer, because in some cases the 
companies say the financing could be 
arranged at two per cent less than 
the fixed rate. 

The principal part of Dr. Tory’s re- 
commendations deal with long term 
credits, a better system of which, he 
states, is absolutely necessary to the 
continued existence of many farms in 
Canada, where production has been 
continued at high standard since the 
war and heavy deflation has made 
some system of amortization neces- 
sary. 

Referring to the system whereby 
United States federal reserve banks 
have financed agriculture at as low 
as 1 per cent, Dr. Tory states: 

“Under an ordinary amortization 
scheme 2 per cent will amortize farm 
mortgages in twenty years, therefore 
a reduction of 2 per cent in the in- 
terest is equivalent in thirty-five years 
to the capital debt. 

“Some reorganization,” says Dr. 
Tory, “in short term credits in Can- 
ada must take place.”

Ottawa, April 15.—The outstanding 
event in>parllament during the past 


week was, of course, the presentation 
of the budget.. It was this year a 
budget that’ was more canvassed in 


‘}advance and more eagerly awaited 


than any since those of pre-war days. 

The galleries of parliament were 
filled withthe semi-officlal lobbyists 
of scores of manufacturing interests, 
very much-concerned as to the out- 
come; the country at large was in a 
state of disquiet, sensible that some- 
thing was to’happen, but confused by 
inspired propaganda to the effect that 
there would.be tariff changes of a 
dangerous character; while on the 
other hand ‘had been the prophesy 
made at Windsor, by the Conservative 
leader, that the Liberals would not 
dare to tinker with the fiscal scheme 
of Canada. 


Mr. Robb, acting minister of finance, 
acquitted himself splendidly. Rapidly

“But” added the buyer from Seat- 
tle, “Alberta has the best bacon hog 
in the world and if hogs go up a 
fourth in Seattle and down a fourth 
here, I will buy all the hogs in AIl- 
berta, The idea of $7.50 for hogs 
with bacon at 40 cents a pound, is 
absurd.” 

The day he left Seattle, about two 
weeks ago, he said, hogs in Seattle 
were quoted at $8.35 for top quality 
and now it is about $8.65 in Seattle.

Where the Farmer Benefits 


The implements affected by the tar- 
iff changes include those used in ag- 
riculture proper, fruit-growing, poul- 
try raising, dairying, mining and quar- 
rying, lumbering, and fishing, etc. 
The reductions average all the way 
from twenty to fifty per cent under 
existing duties. On a binder, for in- 
stance, it should result in a lowering 
of the price to the user by from 20 
to thirty dollars.

Help for Basic Industries 


“Whatever division qf opinion Can- 
adians may have,” declared Mr. Robb 
at the conclusion of his address, 
surely we share a united confidence 
in the future of our country. We have 
great natural resources. We have 
certain basic industries upon the suc- 
cess of which depends the growth of 
all other industries, and the greater 
development of our trade. Of these 
basic industries I should place agri- 
culture in all its varied branches. I 
should place our forests, our minerals 
and our fisheries next to agriculture. 
A real national policy is a policy that 
will encourage the growth and devel- 
opment of these basic industries, In 
that belief, we submit today proposals 
to lighten the burden of taxation on 
those primary, basic industries. Our 
budget shows a reduction in debt of 
thirty millions, and a reduction in 
taxation this year of twenty-four mil- 
lions. It is confidently expected that 
this reduction will give such an im- 
petus to trade that it will result in 
greater development and prosperity to 
all the provinces of Canada.”

APPEAL CASE HEARD 
A writ: of parton registered 


against a land title cannot be main- 
tained when it is shown that a pre- 


‘ vious assignment of all interests in 


the property has been assigned to a 
bank as-collateral for loans, the ap- 
peal court decided in the Barnes and 
Sharpe case heard at Edmonton on 
Saturday.. The judgment written by 
Mr, Justice Clarke and concurred in 
by Justices Scott, Stuart, Beck and 
Hyndman, reviews an appeal that 
was argued before them ten days 
ago. In the main it upholds the judg- 
ment of Mr. Justice Simmons of the 
supreme court, who had directed the 
removal of the defendant's execution 
from the title of certain lands of the 
plaintif?. 

Qdell & Russell were counsel for 
Cecil A. Sharpe, while Knox & Beau- 
mont represented Jemes D. Barnes. 

Barnes had bought a farm from 
Ed. Hinkley in April, 2922, promising 
to pay the baiance in five years, 
Hinkley assigned a few days later 
as collateral to the Bank of Com- 
merce to secure past and future loans 
from the bank.

SOME men are stamp collectors, some -play. golf, yet others go off 
across the world in search of big game..;Some hunt hidden treasures 
whether of an archaealogical nature or the raw material as found in 
the Canadian mine. To some men these things are merely hobbies, to 


others . a living, 

Some businesses and some occupations call tor a breaking down of 
the cast-iron partitions which we are apt: to erect between what the 
world is pleased to call “a living” and‘a “hobby.” 

When we have worked for some time at earning a “living” we are 
apt to be suddenly aware that something of strength, something of alert- 
ness, some ‘virtue” has gone out of us. And in order to get back, we 
set about recreating that lost strength. By nature man is not a “special- 
ist.” Yet we all know, to our cost, the tendency of modern business-life 
is to make him'so. The pressure of “business” of which we boast, the 
system, the competition, of which we think so highly, as to be always 
in pursuit of it, is in geality a Juggernaut, a fierce feudal overlord of 
the worst type, since we are in bondage to it without knowing it. Woe 
actually take our chains lovingly to our hearts. 

Sometimes the awakening comes in the form of a rude snock. A 
physician’s dictum. But as often as not in quite another form. That 
subtle and yet tangible shock received when some younger, fresher mind, 
some “mere chit of a fellow” beats us at our own game. That is the 
awakening that hurts. Because we know’ that at the club, other men 
are saying “Fell down on the job,” Whereas the truth is, “Stuck to his 
job, not wisely but too well,” would be so’much nearer the truth. 

When civilization first, began its pressure. When business first 
began to be so intense we felt we “could not leave it,” the number of 
“break-downs” was terrific. But just about that time we began to see 
that to go down and out was not playing the game, but surrendering, 
surrendering not altogether to pressure from without but: to weakness 
within—a failure to stand-up against “fearful odds’—unexpected lunges, 

And so we began to cast about for a means of strength—that iron-' 
strength of nerve—which would stand up squarely under ordinary fire’ 
and rise like a well-trimmed ship to meet the waves of unexpected storms, 

This thing has been thought out and. acted upon as a positive con- 
dition of modern life and business we may say within the past twenty 
years, and more firmly yet within the last ten: years. 

Men now go away and leave their business at least once each year, 
And the wiser take a vacation not only {n summer but in winter as well. 
The more intense the business, ‘the heavier the fire, the greater need for 
re-inforcing that strength which is burned ‘out. The greater need for 
the gathering up of new ideas, 

So, when you see a business-man, a banker or. railroad president, or 
a company official, or any other desk-ribbon jockey casting the fly on 
the French River, or exhibiting the skin: of a Nipigon trout sketched 
on a board, pleased as any school boy who has carried his bat out at 
cricket, or kicked a goal for the school team, you~know him not so 
much for a great sport as for a good business man. The very fact that 
he belongs to those who get back to Nature wins your confidence. You 
know him for a man who has the business situation of the day in hand. 
One who is abreast—ahead even—of that tide which surges in the affairs’ 
of men.

‘on government. The resolution is as 
follows: 


‘That the government continue its 
negotiations. with ‘the Dominion gov- 
ernment for the immediate transfer 
to the Province of its natural re- 
sources. for the purpose of obtain- 
ing immediate settlement of this im- 
portant question, this house author- 
izes the government to accept the of- 
fer of the Dominion government to 
transfer to the province its natural 
zesources on the basis of an account- 
ing from 1905, subject to an agree- 
ment to be reached as to terms of 
such accounting and the terms of the 
transfer, provided, however, that the 
government is further authorized to 
accept such fixed sum to be paid by 
the Dominion to the province in lieu 
of such accounting as it shall consider 
adequate after a further consideration 
of the probable results of such an_ac- 
counting.”

Alberta's average production of milk 
is well over that of the whole Domin- 
ion, according to a summary of cow 
testing work, carried out py, the dairy 
and cold storage branch of the Dom- 
infon department. of agriculture.

~~ Work of Provincial Police 
What.is described as the greatest 
coup in the seven years’ history of 
the Alberta Provincial Police, found 
its conclusion last week in the revela- 
tion’ to officials of the police .of the 
hiding place of a large proportion of 
the bonds stolen from the Union Bank 
at Foremost, Alberta, and the Royal 
Bank at Ladner, B.C: As a result of 
the work of Assistant Commissioner 
Nicholson, of the police, more than 
$200,000 worth of bonds have been re- 
covered intact, as a result of confes- 
sions made to him by one of the men 
implicated in the robberies. 


Mail Course of Studies 

The elementary mail course of stud- 
ies organized last year by the provin- 
cial department of education for chil- 
dren living in the outlying districts 
of the province who were unable to 
attend school, has proved;a consider- 
able success. Between 150 and 175 
students are registered for the course 
which is now in charge of a special 
official of the department a qualified 
teacher who prepares the studies and 
examinations. The majority of the 
students are making splendid progress 
in the studies. The course was de- 
signed specially to aid those children 
in districts where school facilities are 
not yet provided. 

Alberta’s Population 

According to the basis on which 
Alberta is' now receiving subsidy from 
the Federal SOreTinent the popula- 
tion of. the province is estimated to 
be 645,000. The 1921 census; gave the 
population at 588,000. 

New Project for Girls and Boys 

At a special meeting of the board 
of directors of the Alberta Dairymen, 
association and representatives of the 
provincial department of agriculture 
held at Edmonton, April 16, it was de- 
cided that the following girls and boys 
competition would be conducted co- 
operatively by the A.D.A. and the de- 
partment of agriculture. 

1. Milk poster competition. 

2, Dairy cattle judging competition. 

3. Herd record competition. 

4, Dairy demonstration, 

The milk poster competition will be 
open to girls and boys attending the 
schools of the cities and towns of 
Alberta. The posters will be judged 
on the originality of the poster and 
also the effectiveness. with which it 
displays the food value of milk. 

The other competitions will be open 
to teams of boys and girls from dis- 
tricts where district agriculturists or 
other representatives of the depart- 
ment of agriculture are available to 
give instruction and supervision dur- 
ing the year. 

The final judging of the milk post- 
ers and the other competitions will 
be held at the annual dairy conyen- 
tion which will be held in February, 
1925. The whole project will be fin- 
anced by the. Alberta Dairymen’s as- 
sociation and the department of agri- 
culture will conduct the educational 
and organization work. 

The details of each competition will 
be available for publication at a later 
date.

OVERFEEDING _. 
IS DANGER IN 
BACON HOGS 


Here’s some more about the feed 
and feeding of hogs for the production 
of the bacon grade, for there is ap- 
parently as much in overfeeding as 
there is in underfeeding. 'C. I’. Bail- 
ey of the experimental. station at 
Frederickton, N.B.,. has the following 
comments on handling the hogs for 
best results and it is inst in line with 
the statement from., ‘Prof. Wade 
Toole. | 


When feeding hogs -for bacon pro- 
duction it is important to note that 
type may be ruined for-forcing, at an 
early age, with fattening foods. It 
it not good policy to feed for rap- 
idity of gain too early, as it tends to 
early laying on of fat and lessens 
the development of bone, thus. tend- 
ing to produce a hog with a short, 
thick carcass. 


From the time of weaning up to 
ten weeks of age is the most critical 
period in the life of a bacon hog. 
During that period they should be 
fed a ration containing a minimum 
of fibre. Equal proportions of finely 
ground oats and middlings with the 
addition of skim milk or buttermilk, 
will give very satisfactory results. 


From this period on, the ration 
should be gradually changed to in- 
clude more of the farm grown 
grains. From ten to fourteen weeks 
of age, equal parts of oats, shorts, 
and barley. From twenty weeks of 
age to the date of slaughtering, two 
parts barley; one part shorts; and 
one part oats. Skim milk or butter 
milk and an abundance of green feed 
throughout the whole period. 


Mr. Bailey continues: Much as one 


may emphasize the importance of 
various feeds for the production of 
high class bacon, the importance of 
skillful feeding must not be overlook- 
ed. Cleanliness, regularity of feed, 
avoidance of overfeeding and under- 
feeding, are factors that very often 
decide between success and failure.

CROP REPORT 


Opening of the 1924 crop - season 
finds soil conditions somewhat more 
favorable, generally speaking,. than 
was the case twelve months ago, The 
winter was extremely mild, but the 
spring season jis late, characterized 
by frequent falls of snow which have 
been absorbed by the land and have 
made moisture conditions very satis- 
factory. 

Over the majority of the’ province 
there is sufficient moisture in the 
soil now to germinate the new: crop. 
In the south-eastern section of the 
province, however, soil conditions are 
very dry, there having been very little 
snow in that part during the winter, 
with low precipitation during the 
spring, ! 

The lateness of the spring has re- 
tarded work upon the land in most 
parts of the province and it will be an- 
other week at least. before spring op- 
erations become general. In a few 
isolated cases, work is being done on 
the land, and there are one or two 
reports of seeding having been com- 
General seeding operations, 
however, will be about two weeks 
later than last year. 

In spite of the open fall, very little 
fall piowing was done last year, owing 
to the prolonged harvesting of the 
heavy crop. Summerfallow ready 
for seeding this spring is about the 
same extent as last spring, and there 
will be an increase of land put in| 
summerfallow this spring. 

The success last year of new fod- 
der and pasturage crops such as corn 
and sweet clover will tend to bring 
under cultivation even greater areas 
of these crops in the south of the pro- 
vince. 

Livestock was never in better .con- 
dition. The large amount of feed 
produced last season, and the mild- 
ness of the winter has brought them 
through the winter season in excel- 
lent shape, 

There has been a brisk demand for 
farm labor and the provincial labor 
branch has been very busy during the 
past few weeks placing a large num- 
ber of hands, many of whom are immi- 
grants from European countries. The 
demand is continuing to a certain ex- 
tent.

Public Health Act 


Whenever a householder ascertains 
or has reason to suspect that a person 
within his family or household is .in- 
fected with any of .the following nott- 
fiable diseases, whooping cough, ger- 
man measles, mumps, puerperal fever, 
smallpox, chickenpox, diphtheria, scar- 
let fever, measles, pulmqnary tubercul- 
osis, glanders, cholera, erysipelas, an- 
thrax, bubonic plague, rabies, polio- 
myelitis, or cerebre- spinal meningitis, 
shall within twelve hours give notice 
in writing to the local Board of Health. 

Any accumulation of manure as 
banking around a House has been de- 
clared a nuisance, and injurious to 
health and must be removed without 
delay. 

Any‘person violating any of the pro-| 
visions of these regulations shall, on 
summary conviction, be liable to a 
penalty of $50.00 and costs.
